E m m a nuel Pre sb yte ri an Church, 42nd 
stre et and Girard avenue, West P hila ­ 
delphia, at midnight last night. 
The 
b last wrecked the b uilding and shook 
houses within a radius of a mile. W in­ 
dows in more than 100 nearb y a p a r t ­ 
m ents were shatte re d 
and 
sleepers 
jolted from their b eds. The windows 
in a passing trolley car were sm ashed 
and 
the pa ssengers slightly 
cut b y 
the hioken glass. 
Investigators found a second n it ro­ 
glycerine b omb on the outside of the 
church. 
Apparently, police say, the 
mecha nis m failed to function. 
Police today are seeking sym pa thiz ­ 
ers of tiie two Mas sachusetts radicals 
in the neighb orhood who are b elieved 
to have set off the b omb b ecause the 
Rev. E dw ard S. Bowm an, pastor of 
the church, recently denounced the 
two radicals and declared they should 
lie punished. 
A gre at hole was torn through the 
stone side of the church on tlie Forty-

street 
side, 
the 
b asem ent 
wrecked and supporting b eams and 
masonry so weakened that police lines 
were placed ab out the b uilding. 
Crowds

three pistol shots which preceded the 
b last. Police expressed the b elief the 
shots were a signal to those involved 
in the b omb ing to scurry to safety.

“T here is one real prob lem in a gr i ­ 
culture that we have to look at and 
that is inside, and not outside,” d e ­ 
clared Dr. Nixon. "It is the develop­ 
ment of the consciousness among the 
farm ers that must b e carried out, or 
getting them to know they must adopt 
scientific methods in agriculture. 
“Of course, there are two sides to 
this question. 
Penn sylvan ia conducts 
more d e m onstrations for the farm er 
than all the states in the United States 
comb ined, simply so the fa rm er can 
have the advanta ge of getting out and 
seeing with his own 
eyes 
that 
the 
scientific method is the corr ect and 
practical met hod, 
“The way to reach the fa rm er is not 
b y f -rcing any particular b it of in­ 
formation down his 
throat, 
b ut 
b y 


the f a n n e r f e e l that he had a part in 
starting a thing. Do not say that such 
and such a thing was sponsored b y 
this or that club and then try and get 
the fa rm er to follow it out. 
“The troub le with the fa rmer is that 
he was b orn under a condition. 
He 
works under the policy of ‘why we 
always did it that way.’ That is t r a ­ 
ditional agriculture. The real reason 
that a gri cult ure in Bucks County is 
not what it could b e, is b ecause f a r m ­ 
ers are following out traditional a gr i­ 
culture to a great extent, and- tha t is 
positively wrong.
